The main — of the application was 
that there had not been satisfactory evidence 
of the guilt of O’Neill. 

Mr. Powell said that O’Neill had been 
accused of four charges, all of which had been 
heard together. He had been acquitted on 
the charges of attempted murder, of posses- 
sion of firearms and ammunition with intent, 
and with possession of firearms and ammuni- 
tion without a certificate, and the only charge 
on which he had been convicted was con- 
spiracy to murder. 

O’Neill was, said Mr. Powell, a taxi-driver, 
and the evidence adduced by the State was 
that the taxi driven by him had been found 
outside District Justice Sullivan’s house, with 
the back wheels on the grass. The District 
Justice had proved that at about a quarter to 
4 o’clock on the morning of April 17 he was 
awakened by bright lights coming down the 
avenue of his house; that a car stopped out- 
side his house; that he got out of bed, threw 
open the window, and asked who was there; 
that someone spoke, and that shots were fired. 
Leave to appeal had been refused by. the 
Special Criminal Court. 

Mr. Powell submitted that the offences of 
attempted murder and of conspiracy to 
murder were substantially the same, and that 
as there had been an acquittal on the charge 
of attempted murder the conviction on the 
Sub of conspiracy to murder could not 
stan 
_ dn order to convict of conspiracy by violence 
it must, he said, be proved that O'Neill was 
cognisant of the fact that a crime was about 
to be committed. That proof was not present 
in this case. The position of a hackney driver 
was not the same as that of an ordinary 
private driver, because a hackney driver was 
under a statutory obligation to drive any 
person who desired to hire him. He admitted 
that the person who fired the shots intended 
to kill, but there was nothing to show that 
O'Neill knew that that was the purpose in 
view. No motive was adduced by the State; 
the only motive that could be suggested was 
that District Justice Sullivan had once fined 
O'Neill 20s., and it was incredible to think 
that a man would conspire to be a shedder 
of blood for that very flimsy reason. 


COURT’S DECISION 


Mr. Justice O’Byrne, announcing the 
decision of the Court, said that O’Neill, after 
his arrest, made the case that he was 
a gaa by men who produced revolvers ; 
that he was overborne, and that one of his 
assailants drove the car to Mr. O’Sullivan's 
house He made a different case at his trial. 
He there said that he drove the car, but 
that he drove it under duress and at the 
point of the revolver. These and various 
other facts were before the Court. The Court 
must have held O’Neill’s version of what 
happened to be a lying story, and the only 
question was whether there was sufficient 
evidence on which the Court could convict 
him of conspiracy. O'Neill, on his own evi- 
dence, was there with the men who carried 
out the crime, and had driven them there. 
Taking that into account, together with all 
the lying stories, there was ample evidence 
to justify the Court in holding that O'Neill 
was acting In concert with the others; was 
party to their desire, and, accordingly, was 
guilty of conspiracy.

POINT RAISED IN AN

The Court refused a motion which had 
been brought on behalf of Patrick Judge by 
his father, James Judge, Carra, ~Bonni- 
conlon, Co, Mayo, for liberty to execute 
against the Ocean Accident and Guarantee 
Corporation, Ltd., a judgment for £571 odd 
for damages for personal injuries and a sum 
for costs which he had obtained in the 
High Court last February against John 
Leonard, motor lorry owner, Lower Knox 
street, Ballina.

Mr. Leonard read an affidavit of Mr. 
Edmund A. Corr, solicitor, Ballina, who 
said that a notice of the plaintiff’s claim 
on the judgment. had been served on the 
insurers, but the defendant had informed 
him that the insurers had _ repudiated 
liability on the ground that the plaintiff was 
& passenger on the lorry involved in the 
accident. 

The accident occurred at Carra at a sand- 
pit which was reached by a road leading 
from the main highway. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., submitted that the 
place where the lorry was being driven was 
a “public place” within the meaning of 
Section 3 of the Road Traffic Act, 1939, 
and that the insurers were, therefore, liable 
under the policy. Regarding issues raised 
in affidavits by the insurers concerning 
ownership of the lorry and whether the 
ES was a passenger on the. lorry, Mr. 
zeonard urged that they had made no case. 
Mr. Lavery, K.C,, said that it had been 
admitted that the accident occurred on a 
private road leading to the sandpit, which 
was privately owned. He submitted that a 
“public place’’ could not mean every place 
to which a motor vehicle might go. He asked 
the Court to say that a “public place ” was 
a place to which the public could go, as 
distinct from individuals who could go by 
virtue of personal relationship with the 
owner.

DR. CHARLES H. MERZ 


A LOVER OF IRELAND 


Although to the world at large Charles 
Merz will be best remembered as the 
greatest electrical engineer of his age, it is 
as a very great Christian gentleman and a 
lover of Ireland that I shall always re- 
member him best. His tragic death, 
together with his son and daughter, in an 
air raid on London, will leave a gap which 
is well-night irreparable. Like all really 
great men, he was easily accessible, and 
when in London his home was always open 
to young and old ‘from all parts of the 
world. No one ever turned to him for 
advice or assistance without receiving both 
in full measure. 

His first work after qualifying as an 
engineer was the electrification of Cork City 
in the early ‘nineties, an undertaking which 
brought him into prominence, and gave him 
a love of Ireland that remained with him 
for the rest of his life. Although he was 
so typically English himself, he understood 
ihe Trish and Irish ways better than any 
Englishmen I have known. He had the 
greatest sympathy for Irish aspirations, and 
did all he could to foster good-will between 
the two countries. Whenever he could 
spare the time for a holiday he would come 
to Ireland for a rest and quietly tour the 
countryside. He was in Ireland when the 
war broke out, and was on his way up from 
Cork to stay with me in Donegal when he 
was urgently recalled to England. 

It was verv difficult to get him to talk 
either about his work or about himself, but 
T remember well his telling me one evening 
when quietly fishing on Lough Lene some 
years ago of, perhaps, the most important 
interview he ever had. It was with a priest 
in Cork and of the difficulty he had to con- 
vince him of the advantages of installing 
electric light in his church. He succeeded, 
and after that everyone wanted the “new 
light.” By his death Ireland -has lost a

The Middle Sea 


When the German Army, with the able 
help of the Luftwaffe, overran Poland 
with bewildering speed, there was a lull 
on all fronts for about eight months. 
Impatient of such inaction, American 
observers, many of whom ought to have 
known better, announced with some 
assured confidence that “this is a phoney 
war,” meaning thereby that, with Poland 
out of the way, neither side really was in 
earnest, and that by mutual consent 
Germany and the Allies were settling 
down to a kind of capital Sitzkrieg, in 
which the fewest possible number of 
persons on either side would get hurt. 
This comforting, if rather stupid, idea 
prevailed until last May, when it was 
shattered rudely by the invasion, first of 
Norway, and then of the Low Countries ; 
and since that time even the most critica] 
‘columnist’? in New York hardly can 
have been dissatisfied with the progress 
of the fight in Europe. Of recent weeks 
there has been a tendency not only in 
the United States, but even in certain 
parts of Europe, to suggest that there is 
something ‘‘phoney’”’ about the war in 
the Mediterranean. Italy has been at 


war now for some five months. She has 
taken forcible possession of British 
Somaliland; there have been a few 
sporadic excursions against isolated 


British outposts in Kenya; and Marshal 
Graziani some time ago inaugurated an 
offensive against Egypt, operating from 
Libya. Otherwise there has been little, 
if any, fighting in the Mediterranean 
area. Aboveall, although the Italian Navy 
is highly effcient, and since the fall of 
France, enjoys a marked superiority in 
numbers over its enemies, naval activities 
in the Middle Sea have been almost 
negligible. For these reasons suggestion 
has gained currency that the war 
between Italy and the British Empire 
is not being taken seriously by either 
side, and there have been dark rumours 
of secret intrigues in London and Rome. 
Those credulous individuals who are re- 
sponsible for such statements imagine a 
vain thing. ‘There is nothing whatever 
“phoney’’ about the Anglo-Italian war, 
and a lull in the fighting probably 
would prove to be just as deceptive as 
that which preceded the full fury of the 
Blitzkrieg against France. Signor 
Mussolini is an astute strategist. He 
will strike when it suits him, and not a 
moment earlier. Furthermore, he 1s 
working in the closest possible co-opera- 
tion, with his German ally, and we may 
be sure that the Italian offensive on sea, 
land and in the air, when it does start, 
will lack nothing either in vigour or in 
determination. 

In these circumstances, particular 
interest is attached to the British 
Minister of War’s recent visit to Egypt. 
Mr. Eden flew to Cairo, stopping en route 
at Malta, where he inspected and 
encouraged the isolated garrison of that 
vulnerable base. Egypt, it must be re- 
membered, is not actually in the war. 
Her Government, for its own good 
reasons, has refused to regard Marsha! 
Graziani’s advance across the Libyan 
border as a hostile act, but has stated 
again and again that it will defend its 
territory if an Italian offensive should 
develop in earnest. Doubtless, Mr. Eden’s 
mission, in part at any rate, is to come 


“to an unambiguous understanding with 


King Farouk’s advisers on. this point. 


It is evident. from the strategic point of 
view that a successful invasion of .Egypt: 


hardly can be carried out either from 
Libya or from Abyssinia. Egypt’s heel 
of Achilles is in the east, and it is more 
than likely that, if the Axis Powers 
should decide to launch a major attack, 
they will sweep down through Syria and 
Palestine. That is why Turkey’s position 
is of such vital importance. From tke 
very outset the Turks have been openly 
sympathetic with Great Britain. They 
have a well-trained army of more ‘than 
two million men which might have inter- 
vened long ago on the British side but 
for the fact that Turkey will do nothing 
to antagonise Russia. To some extent, 
therefore, the whole course of the war in 
the Near East will be determined by the 
final attitude of Moscow. It is impos- 
sible at the moment to discover what 
precisely is happening in South-Eastern 
Europe, but there can be no doubt that 
persistent pressure is being brought to 
bear by both belligerents on both Turkey 
and Greece. During the last few days 
the British Ministers in Yugo-Slavia and 
Bulgaria have visited the Turkish 
capital, where they have had interviews 
with Sir Hughe Knatchbull Hughessen, 
the British Minister to Turkey. 
Ingenious efforts are being made to link 
up these diplomatic excursions with Mr. 
Eden’s presence in Cairo, but so far 
without much success. If Russia is 
determined to prevent a German thrust 
towards the south-east, Turkey will fight, 
and she will be supported by Greece, who 
is in a position to provide the British 
Navy with some extremely valuable 
bases. Germany and Italy alike, realising 
the value of the Turco-Greek bloc, may be 
trusted to do everything possible to bring 
it within the orbit of the “ Axis,” and it 
is improbable that any major develop- 
ment will take place in the Eastern 
Mediterranean until Greek and Turkish 
policy shall have been decided beyond yea 
or nay. Time alone will tell. Both Turkey 
and Greece are in a highly awkward 
position. Their sympathies are entirely 
pro-British, but they are thinking, as 
everybody else is thinking, of their own 
material interests; and, so long as the 
issue of the fighting in the West remains 
in the slightest doubt, they will be slow 


to move. 


Art in War-time 

The enforced isolation of this country 
seems to have had the result upon the 
community’s artistic life which this news- 
paper predicted at the very outset of the 
war. The opportunities of putting art to 
some purpose are greater now than ever they 
have been, and artists of all types have 
not been slow to take advantage of them. 
So far as painting is concerned, even pre- 
war exhibitions were devoted mainly to the 
work of Irish painters, and the number 
of exhibitions has not decreased to any 
extent: in fact, the spring season saw 
an abundance of them which must have been 
withont precedent. In the theatrical world 
the effects of the present circumstances 
have been far-reaching. The absence from 
our theatres of third and fourth-rate 
English touring companies is something 
to be greeted with pleasure, not only by 
Irish actors, who will benefit by this 
absence, but also by the audiences, who 
for so long have been obliged to accept 
tho productions of these companies as 
entertainment. The national dramatic 


companies have been quick to seize their 


opportunities, and the attendances at both 
the Abbey and Gaiety Theatres show that 
they have done more than “fill a gap ”; 
indeed, thev have usurped some of the 
cinema audiences. The variety theatre, 
too, has been taken over by Irish artists 
with great success, and this particular 


success is even more surprising than 
that of our ‘‘legitimate companies.”’ 
The Abbey and Gate companies were 


always excellent; Irish attempts at variety 
up to the present frequently have been 
anything but entertaining. Our Irish 
theatre has come into its own. It has 
taken over the following of the English 
touring companies, and when the war is 
over, and the English companies are free 


not be needed. In the world of books the 
Irish authors and publishers are by no 
means idle, in spite of the almost insur- 
mountable obstacles that confront them at 
the moment. This month’s publications 
include Seumas O’Sullivan’s collected 
poems, new novels by Lord Dunsany and 
Father Bodkin, and the first edition of a 
ew Irish magazine. Quite recently, too, 
‘‘Twelve Irish Artists ’’—on which we have 
commented editorially—was published, and 
this marked a step forward in the history 
of Irish publishing. Music in Dublin is 
well looked after by the Feis Ceoil Associa- 
tion, and it is expected that this year will 
prove quite as successful as previous yoars, 
At a time when so much initiative is being 
shown in all other branches of art—in the 
theatre, in music, in literature—it is a 
pity that the standard of broadcasting has 
not shown a corresponding advance. When 
so much talent is available, surely the 
Minister for Posts and Telegraphs would 
be well advised to recommend his colleague, 
the Minister for Finance, to be a trifle 
more generous with the money which the 
taxpayer already has subscribed to Radio 
Eireann, and, by judicious spending, to 
encourage the compiling of programmes 
which will reflect the new standards that 
our artists of all kinds are doing so much 
to establish. 


Goswell] Street 

There is something encouraging and 
inspiring in a morning of October sun- 
shine. If one has the good fortune to work 
in a room with a window facing south, or 
better still, towards the south-east, there 
may be no need of a fire, thanks to the 
warmth of the sun’s rays. In the blueness 
of the sky, fleeced with a few scattered 
clouds, even if a row of chimney pots is 
silhouetted against it, there is a suggestion 
of peace. It was not in October, but in 
May of the year 1827 that the rising sun 
wakened Mr. Samuel Pickwick from his 
slumbers in his chamber in Goswell street. 
He threw open his window and looked out 
on the world beneath. Goswell street, it 
may be remembered, was at his feet; 
Goswell street was on his right hand; 
Goswell] ‘street, as far as the eye could 
reach, extended on his left; and the 
opposite side of Goswell street was over 
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the way. Mr. Pickwick, who was about 
to set forth on his historic travels to

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to. tour again, it is possible that they will | 


| Rochester, Muggleton, Dingley Dell and 
other distant places, reflected upon the 
narrow views of those philosophers who, 
content with examining the things that lie 
before them, look not to the truths which 
are hidden beyond. ‘As well might 1,” 
he thought, ‘‘ be content to gaze on Goswell 
street for ever, without one effort to 
penetrate to the hidden countries which on 
every side surround.it.” Mr. Pickwick’s 
ambitious spirit was laudable. He was to 
adventure into Kent in a stage-coach. 
There was no train to take him into the 
“hidden countries” surrounding Goswell 
street. He was going to derive as much 
pleasure and as much knowledge from his 
explorations as the modern traveller does— 
in peace-time, of course !—in an aeroplane 
trip over Europe. The Continent was far 
away in 1827, and the news of its wars 
and political upheavals travelled so slowly 
that it was far too late to worry about 
them when the news arrived. Well, indeed, 
might Mr. Pickwick scorn those who 
hesitated to venture upon what interesting 
events a stage-coach journey might reveal. 
To-day the wireless, the telegraph and the 
aeroplane have brought virtually the whole 
world to the lip of the bubbling cauldron. 
When we draw aside our curtains and look 
upon our street scene, our thoughts already 
are passing over its chimney pots to 
countries beyond, causing us mental dis- 
turbance because so little of their plight 
is hidden. If we were Mr. Pickwick, we 
would go back to bed again, or we might 
reflect that in the perhaps uninspiring 
Irish street scene there was a peace that 
would be envied by the inhabitants of 
many streets in England, France, Germany, 
Belgium, Holland, Italy, Rumania, Russia, 
Egypt, Abyssinia, China a. d a dozen other 
countries. When the sun is shining, how- 
ever, and we are free to look upon the blue 
sky from a chair near a southern window, 
we may be able to restrict our thoughts for 
a half-hour to the satisfying sights of 
smoke curling gently over the roof-tops, 
of rows of dangling washing on the garden 
clothes-lines, of infants airing in their 
perambulators, and of occasional glimpses 
of housewives busy in their kitchens.

This most entertaining play won a warm 
reception at the Gate Theatre last night. 
It was, perhaps, not quite so finished as 
some other Clopet-Yorke productions; for 
the company seemed a little uncertain at 
times of the speed at which to take it. 
But of its success with the audience there 
could be no doubt at the final curtain. It 
reached its true mood of comedy in the 
concluding scene, and one felt then that it 
was really a better play than it had seemed 
at certain moments of the other acts. 

To think of any of it as being in the mood 
of farce may have been a mistake, but it 
is one of those plays in which many dreams 
have to come true, and speed of production 
can sometimes safely hurry us over even 
major improbabilities. Yet the  tragi- 
comedy of Mrs. Porrett’s boarding-house in 
West Kensington had a certain Dickensian 
flavour. which seemed to require an easy 
broadening for its proper enjoyment. As it 
was, the first act appeared to give us merely 
a lightning sketch of such a _ promising 
beginning. 

Mrs. Porrett herself, so rich in all she 
had to say, was hurried forward faster 
than such a splendid character should go; 
for we could have waited to hear her every 
word. Mr. O'Hara and Mr. Wrotherington, 
the two elderly boarders, were like that too, 
and wanted to linger over themselves and 
what they had to say, but the younger, im- 
patient people, around whom the play was 
for the most part built. were all for rushing 
through the playwrights’ difficulties, and so 
set the pace. The producer made the best of 
the two worlds with which he had to deal, 
and, when all-the young people were gone, 
ewas evidently more at home with what re- 
mained. 

The: portrait of a Jandlady has heen so 
cften painted that a few swift touches are 
all we seem to need now for complete recog- 
nition ot the type. But the landlady of 
Messrs. Priestley and Billam’s creation was 
intended to be different, and achieved it. 
And it was through this surprising difference. 
with a departure from type also of the two 
elderly boarders, that we came almost to 
believe in the younger people. These were 
a lady journalist, a song writer, a painter, 
a playwright, a business man, and an un- 
happy little shop girl, They were all 
desperately anxious for success, for realisation 
of their dreams, and they troubled one another 
a great deal until they were successfully 
paired off. 

The collapse of Mrs. Porrett’s boarding- 
house business led to a communal experi- 
ment in a house-boat on the river. For a 
while it was the boarding-house all over 
again, with the same little difficulties dis- 
turbing all of them. . But Mr. O'Hara at 
length struck upon a plan. It was simply 
that they should give up bothering one 
another with their silly quarrels, and get on 
with their work. They were to be managed 
into success by Mr. Wrotherington, whose 
own experiments in living hitherto had been 
dangerous. Mrs. Porrett was to mother all 
of them, while Mr. O’Hara was. to look on 
philosophically while he drank his brown 
beer. The results, from their assured 
triumphs, were to be partially pooled, and 
there would be a grand division at the end. 

Needless to say the experiment was a com- 
plete success, even for those who had not 
done anything to deserve it, and complete 
happiness descends upon the temporary 
return of all of them to the boarding-house. 
For a pleasant evening Evelyn Lund, Liam 
Gaffney, Nigel Fitzgerald and Diana Romney 
have principally to be thanked. But Mairin 
Hayes, Jane Aird, Florence Kivlehan, and 
indeed all the cast, including the producer, 
Carl Clopet—for a few moments—contributed 
splendidly.

BALKAN STRATEGY 


The Times to-day writes :'— 

The Germans are consolidating their hold 
upon Rumania, delivered into their hands by 
traitorous Kumanians. The people have, as it 
were, woken up from a drugged sleep, a Ger- 
man Army and Gestapo masters of their 
fatherland. As regards Great Britain, our 
Balkan correspondent has suggested that the 
Iron. Guard Government, under German 
orders, are playing for time, hoping to post- 
pone as long as possible the breaking off of 
relations, in fear lest the oil-field should be 
bombed before the preparations for its de- 
fence have heen completed. Germany is said 
to have intervened in Greece, and to have 
added her weight to the pressure upon that 
country which Italy has long been trying to 
exert. Turkey remains cautious, but-very de- 
termined. Russia is stil] taciturn, but troop 
movements have heen reported from Bukovina 
and Bessarabia. 3 

The final aim of Germany and Italy is to 
defeat our forces in the Middle East, to 
conquer Igypt, to obtain possession of the 
Suez Canal and to corner the Mediterranean 
Vicet. That aim cannot, however, be 
achieved at a stroke. While Greece holds fast, 
Turkey maintains her separate independence ; 
while the. French in Syria refuse complete 
submission to the demands of Rome, the 
Axis finds it impossible to render effective aid 
from the North to Marshal Graziani’s de- 
layed advance from the West. With the 
French so persisting in their present policy 
of passive resistance war with Turkey is 
improbable. If, therefore, the enemy can 
accomplish this it may become: possible to 
transport a certain number of German and 
Italian troops to Syria, and to employ the 
French aircraft remaining in that country 
against the British troops in Palestine. 
Action of this sort would be of great 
assistance to the Italians in Lybia, where 
the weather has of late become very much 
cooler and more suitable for campaigning. 

Were the Aegean Islands to provide British 
instead of Italian or German bases the Axis’ 
threats to Turkey would be largely nullified 
and our position in the Eastern Mediterranean 
would be strengthened at the enemy’s 
expense. He would be deprived of the gains 
which he sought and we would find ourselves 
in possession of gains for which we could not 
have hoped, but for his aggression against 
non-belligerents. The action to be taken 


alternatively, should it appear that she was

T was very dark and cloudy last night, 
but the usual raid was on a big scale, 
most of the raiders’coming over at an early 
hour, flying at a tremendous height to 
escape the barrage and the night fighters 
of the Royal Air Force. Some of the 
raiders, however, came down very low and 
— over the London districts, dropping 
ombs. The barrage was the heaviest yet 
experienced, and it scems that guns of 
heavier calibre than usual were in action— 
a hospital, a church, and a school suffered. 
with many houses. Two air raid shelters 
were hit, and there were a number of 
casualties. A big block of flats was bombed, 
but the tenants of the flats demolished 
were away. During the night two raiders 
were shot down, one at Barnet and the 
other in Dorset. The raid on London ended 
some hours before dawn, and there was no 
second warning. 


New Phase in the Fight 


It is generally agreed here that a second 
phase of the battle of London has com- 
menced, the Germans, finding that their 
massed bombers have not had the effect 
they expected. are now sending bomber 
fighters flving at a great height, thus 
saving their machines from loss. In the 
meantime. the attacks on London continue 
without impediment, imposing harsh 
conditions of life upon the civilian popula- 
tion, inflicting death and injury on some 
and material loss upon others. London 
and its people, however, continue to carry 
on, and they will face the second phase 
of the battle with the same bravery and 
composure as they have the first. Every 
day sees its difficulties, but these are 
overcome, and it is an amazing sight to. 
watch- the workers getting to their daily 
jobs no matter what has happened during 
the night.

Kings of France 


With the. present position in France thie 
chances of a successful monarchial move- 
ment seem smaller than ever, though 
there has always been an active and noisy 
group of Royalists. Just now there is a 
new ‘‘pretender’’ to the throne in the 
person of the Comte de Paris, who has 
succeeded to the position on the death 
of his father, the Duc de Guise. 

Charles Maurras, the leader of Actiun 
Francaise, has endorsed the new claimant. 
“To John III.,’’ he says, “ the Comte 
de Paris succeeds as Henry VI.” A new 
weekly Royalist journal, Le Courrier 
Royal, has also been established. 

The Comte de Paris is not, however, 
the only man with a title to the non- 
existent Throne of France. Another 
claimant (although he does not press his 
claim) is Louis Charles de Bourbon, 
descendant of a famous family in history. 
Louis Charles. used ‘to stay in Ireland 
quite a lot, and had a collection of goid 
torcs from this country of which he was 
very proud. 

In 1913—on the eve of the last war— 
he enjoyed the friendship of three 


Emperors—those of Germany, Russia and 
Austria. When he visited Vienna to sta 
with the Emperor he had, by his own 
account, a special ‘‘alarm clock,” con 
sisting of 300 kettledrums and 100 cavalry 
trumpets, to wake him at 7 a.m. 

The Austrian Emperor, he says, was 
soin“ to let him have all the correspon- 
dence and documents proving his descent 


from the Dauphin, the son of Louis 
p & á á This would have established h:- 
direct claim in France. But before the 


papers were delivered war came. and the 
three Emperors lost their thrones. 

Louis Charles de Bourbon had a habit 
of sealing his letters with a heavy red 
seal containing three flewr de lys. This 
Was the outward and visible sien of his 
claim to kingship. 

But he seemed to be more interested in 
Trish races than in his royal pretensions. 
In the present state of Europe he appears 
to be a wise man. 


Trish Dancing 


The storm: which comments and deeci- 
sions of District Justice Goff and other 
learned gentlemen have been making 
lately on dances, Ivish and otherwise, 
prompts me to ask whether what are 
known nowadays as Irish figure dances 
have really an origin earlier than this 


present twentieth century. 

Jigs and reels. we all know, have been 
danced for generations untold, but what 
of those combined figures in which scores 
of dancers take part when ceilidhthe and 
the like are being held? 

I confess that I am anything but a 
specialist In matters like this, but some 
remarks heard the other night make me 
think that the opponents of what they 
describe as ‘‘ foreign?’ dances are on less 
solid ground than thev imagine, 

These remarks came from a distin- 
cuished writer of Irish who is a critic as 
well as a poet and dramatist, and neither 
in his récord nor in his outlook is there 
anything that might be called antagonist 
to Gaelic spirit or tradition.

Lord Lloyd, the Colonial Secretary, refer- 
ring at Glasgow yesterday to Germany’s 
Eastern drive, warned—‘‘ We must have no 
illusions as to the danger of the threat.”’

HOLLAND HOUSE DAMAGED 


It was announced yesterday that Holland 
House, Lord Ilchester’s historic seventeenth 
century gLondon house, was extensively 
damaged in a recent air raid. An oil bomb 
started a fire on one of the towers, and a 
“ Molotoff breadbasket’’ and a shower of 
incendiary bombs fell on the building. Fire- 
men who worked for upwards of twelve hours 
saved the east wing from complete destruc- 
tion, but the rest of the house is now a shell. 
The steward and his family were in a shelter 
in the grounds when the house was struck. 
Previously a high explosive fell in the 
grounds, but the damage was_ negligible. 
With the exception of a collection of 
valuable books—now lost—the treasures of 
Holland House were removed to safety on the 
outbreak of war. 

Holland House, a large Jacobean mansion, 
just off Kensington High street, has exten- 
sive gardens, and even a wood, reputed to 
contain pheasants. It was London’s great 
Whig salon in the 18th century, and had been 
the home of Charles James Fox, and also of 
Addisoa, who, in the throes of composition, 
would pace the long gallery, having a bottle 
of wine at each end to refresh him. It is 
doubtful whether any surviving English man- 
sion can claim to have seen a more brilliant 
society. The peak of its glory was in the 
Regency period. Its visitors included the 
Prince of Wales, afterwards George IV.; the 
Duc d’Orleans, later King Louis Philippe of 
France; Sydney Smith, Samuel Rogers, the 
‘Banker Poet; Thomas Moore, Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan, Sir Walter Scott, and 
“ Monk Lewis.”’

Both ends of the Rome-Berlin Axis had a 
foretaste of the gathering strength of the 
Royal Air Force last night, when the capital 
of the German Reich and two of Italy’s 
great industrial centres were simultaneously 
attacked by aircraft of the Bomber Command, 
says the British Air Ministry News Service 
last night. 

Berlin was twice raided during the night, 
the first attack beginning just before ten 
p-m. and the last ending shortly after four 
o'clock this morning. 

Thick ground haze over the German capital 
made targets somewhat difficult to lorate 
when the first of the Berlin raiders flew high 
over the city. After nearly half an hour had 
been spent in cruising above the target area 
under constant heavy fire from the ground 
batteries, the great railway yard of Guter 
Moabit, about one and a half miles to the 
north of Tiergarten, was seen glistening in the 
moonlight, and attacked with high explosives 
and incendiary bombs. 

Hits were seen to have been scored on 
the sidings, and five fires were started by 
the flaming incendiaries. Following raiders 
bombed objectives near the city centre and 
an industrial target in a north-western 
suburb. The bomb-aimers could’ see their 
bombs bursting on the targets. 


EARLY MORNING RAID 


At three o'clock this morning, nearly two 

hours after the first raid had ended, Berliners 
were again startled by: heavy calibre pombs 
bursting in the city. The second raid had 
begun. The ground haze which earlier had 
enshrouded the city had now thinned, and 
in clear visibility the raiding crews could see 
their objectives plainly outlined beneath 
them. 
Attackimg in a shallow dive, the pilot of 
one heavy bomber held on his course under a 
barrage of anti-aircraft and machine-gun fire 
until. he was within 2,000 feet of the roof- 
tops of Berlin. A stick of heavy bombs 
released at the bottom of the dive fell dead 
across an important objective in the very 
heart of the city, straddling it from south-east 
to north-west, and setting part of it on fire 
behind the bomber. As it roared up and 
away over the city a barrage balloon, hit by 
the hail. of fire sent up by the ground 
defences, could be secn falling in flames. 

Another raider, attacking a target in the 
same vicinity, set fire to a large building, 
while the Putlitzstrasse and Lehrter railway 
yards and goods sidings at Charlotteavn’g, 
cne of the chief residential areas of Berlin. 
were also heavily attacked. Fires started by 
incendiary bombs were still burning when the 
last of the raiders left the city soon alter 
four o'clock in the morning. 


NON-STOP FLIGHT

TURIN AND MILAN BOMBED

French officials estimate that there are 
600,000 unemployed in Paris, of whom about 
half are aided by former employers. The 
remainder receive a dole equivalent to about 
Is. ld. a day. Married men on the dole get 
about ls. 7d. a dav, plus 6d. for each child. 

\Wives-of French military prisoners draw 
Is. 3d. a dav. How thev exist on that only 


a krouchman knows. No restaurant, however 
huile, serves a meal for less than 10 francs. 
Anyone living on the dole must get along 
mostly on bread and whatever else is cheap 


enough to go with it. 

Rent, gas, and electricity bills simply are 
not being paid hy many people, who continue 
to live in their old apartments because no 


one has put them out. = 


STORES CLOSED

The President in this series of speeches 
intends to answer what he terms the mis- 
statements made by the Republican nominee, 
Mr. Wendell Willkie. 

Presidential aides said that Mr. Roose- 
velt, would not accept Mr. Willkie’s offer to 
share a platform with him in Baltimore to 
debate policies. The President has reiterated 
his desire fo remain close to Washington be- 
cause of the turbulent international condi- 
tions, and he will not go further west dur- 
ing his campaign tour than Cleveland, Ohio, 
where he is speaking on November 2nd. 


AID FOR BRITAIN 


If he angwered Mr. Willkie’s detailed state- 
ments the President would have ‘to become 
specific about most phases of United States 
policies both at home and abroad, including 
the extent of the contemplated aid to Britain. 

There is little doubt that President Roose- 
velt, personally favours the British cause with- 
out reservation, but his speeches might 
clarify the limit to which he is actually 
willing to take the entire country in what 
some commentators call ‘‘the drift towards 
war.” 


FLOODS IN FRANCE 
AND SPAIN

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NUMBER OF VICTIMS 
NOT KNOWN 


PERPIGNAN, Monday. 


It is estimated that the damage caused by 
floods in the region stretching from the sea 
to a line drawn from Elne to Salses and the 
Valley of Vallespir is considerable. ‘The in- 
terruption of ,telephonic and telegraphic 
communications prevents the accurate ascer- 
tainment of the number of victims and of the 
losses incurred. 

Part of the town of Perpignan is without 
electricity on account of the breakdown of 
the electric cables. Numerous houses have 
collapsed. The inhabitants are without 
bread. : 

At Amélie-les-Bains and Palalda, about 
s.ity houses were destroyed. At Arles-sur- 
Tech the weaving factory and chocolate manu- 
factory were carried away by the floods. In 
the valley of the Pir five bodies have been 
recovered. This morning a slight fall in the 
floods was registered. 

In Spanish Catalonia it is reported that 
fifty persons are missing, and that consider- 
able damage has been caused by the floods. 
Rescue operations are going on with the help 
of firemen and the voluntary Phalange Corps. 
At Barcelona the lower regions are flooded. 
Material damage is considerable. The Spanish 
Government has placed the sum of 100.000 
pesetas at the disposal of the families 
rendered homeless.—Multihavas. 


WINTER FOOD PLIGHT 
IN EUROPE 


U.S. FORECAST OF 
STRINGENT CONDITION 
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WASHINGTON. 

The United States Department of Agri- 
culture has forecast a difficult food situa- 
tion in Europe this winter, particularly in 
Belgium, France and former Poland. 

‘“‘Germany, Austria and former Czecho- 
| slovakia, apparently, have sufficient food on 
hand or in sight to supply such quantities 
as consumers will be permitted to purchase 
under existing rationing regulations,’ said a 
Foreign Agricultural Relations statement. 

“With rigid application of rationing it is 
believed that Italy will be able to pass 
through the winter with a margin of 
safety.” 

As for France, Belgium and Poland, the 
Department said that the situation was 
complicated hy ‘‘the existing inequality in 
the distribution of total available food 
supplies among individual countries.” 

“The German Reich, it is indicated,’”’ the 
statement continued, ‘“‘ possesses the key to 
such distribution, since it has larger food 
reserves than any of the other countries, 
and since it exercises, in addition, military 
or economic control over a large part of the 
European continent.”’ | 

Below-average crops and the stoppage of 
imports from abroad were given as reasons 
for the anticipated European íood short- 
age.—(A.P.)

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MINISTER STATES 
THE POSITION

€¢ AM not going to advise farmers to 
| make a drastic reduction in their 
pig stocks, but I feel that they 
should exercise caution in regard to the 
number of pigs which they will breed in 
future In particular, I sáil advise that, in 
making their arrangements for breeding and 
fattening pigs farmers should take into 
account the quantity of their home-grown 
foods, which they will have available for the 
purpose in the present emergency. It would 
not be advisable to depend to any great extent 
on imported feeding stuffs, or to count on a 
margin of profit from their use, as they are 
so expensive. In the present circumstances 
it 18 not possible to plan ahead with any 
degree of certainty, and in case the export 
quota for next year is not ample, or that the 
Ea is not satisfactory, I may have to advise 
armers at a later stage that a substantial 
reduction of stocks will become necessary. 
The price now paid for our export bacon is 
not unsatisfactory, but the quota is too low 
to absorb the exportable surplus available.” 
This was a statement by the Minister for 
Agriculture, Dr. James Ryan, at a Fianna 
Fail convention in Ballycullane, County 
Wexford. 


FEEDING STUFFS 

He said that considerable confusion and 
lack of information appears to be associated 
with grain, bacon and butter. Wheat at the 
am guaranteed grves a good return. No 
armer should hesitate to put down a larger 
acreage of crops. The quantity of barley 
taken for malting realised a very good price, 
aud a larger amount than usual had been 
bought for malting. 
_ Stocks of 0 iy “É said, have been diminish- 
ing, and the prospects for large imports is 
not encouraging. ‘There is a real danger of a 
shortage of concentrated feeding stuffs during 
the coming year, and in face of this danger 
the Government is not prepared to licence the 
export of grain. We must not close our eyes 
to the possibility of an acute grain shortage 
in view of the critical situation, and he would 
strongly advise farmers to keep all the gram 
they can, as they may not be able to get 
feeding stuffs later on, and if they can get 
them they will certainly be much dearer than 
the grain they are selling now. If a farmer 
must sell a portion of his grain he should 
hold out for the prices announced as payable 
by the maize cadens, A ready sale will in 


| the end be found for the surplus. 


CHEAPER BACON 

The consumption of bacon at home added 
to our export quota is not sufficient to absorb 
all the pigs on offer. The British Government 
is not prepared to increase our export quota, 
and we must, therefore, try to increase Tos 
consumption by reducing the price of bacon. 
“Tí you are going to make calculations,” 
continued the Minister, “ don’t compare the 
price of live pigs with the price of back 
rashers. ‘Take the dead-weight price of pigs 
and allow, roughly, 4 cwt. of dead pig to 
make’ 3 cwt. of bacon, and then you will 
see for yourself what the side of bacon 
should cost.’’ 

The Pigs and Bacon Commission is buy- 
ing up surplus pigs as quickly as their 
organisation will permit. Farmers can sell 
to anybody else until a market can be 
arranged at which a representative of the 
Commission will attend and buy all the pigs 
on. offer at the fixed price. 


DAIRYING HIT 


“We have a market for all our surplus 
dairy products, but the price is entirely un- 
economic. ‘This: unremunerative price has 
had a markedly adverse effect on produc- 
tion, and the total output for this year is 
substantially lower than last year, not- 
withstanding the payment by the State of 
a considerable sum in export subsidies. I 
am not yet in a position to say what may 
be the prospects for the future. I can only 


say that the Government will use every 
effort to negotiate the most favourable 
trade agreement possible for the year 
1941.''

TOTAL TRADE DOWN 
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BIG DECREASE IN 
ADVERSE BALANCE

The figures for external trade in September 
—£5,420,232—are remarkable, as being the 
lowest of any month of the past twelve. The 
highest for any month in the year was in 


April last—namely, £7,585,523. 
Imports were £2,905,247 and _ exports 
£2,514,985. In each case they were lower 


than the previous month by over £400,000. 
Imports were lower than in any month of the 
previous twelve months, and the same applies 
except during the month of 
February, when they were slightly below the 
figure for September. 

The adverse balance on the September 
trade was also the lowest in a year—namely, 


£390,262. 
Exports of live animals in September at 
£1,185,119 were £204,000 down in compari- 


son with the same month last year. In the 
same month the value of live animals im- 
ported was £18,535, compared with £156,532 
in September of last year. Imports and 
exports of food, drink and tobacco, other 
raw materials and manufactured goods all 
showed a big increase from £155,869 ‘o 
£289,518. Imports by parcel post fell by 
about £30,000, but exports by parcel 4 
at £16,783 :howed an increase of over £2,000.

Sizn,—Before illustrating the. axiom that 
the Duofold is mightier than the Shillelagh 
(Ballyhaunis ‘Tommy Gun), 1 propose to 
confer on you the emerald-studded platinum 
fawnyeh (traternity pin, for having brought 
to your readers the pungent, sparkling con- 
tents of Un Cruskeen Lawn. Of if, like 
myself, you consider it safer. to wear your 
jewellery in the mouth rather than to flaunt 
it on the lapel of your bombasine, | am pre- 
pared to furnish you with a half-set of 18 
carat dentures for having rendered something 
far more than mere lip-service to our native 


tongue. I wonder if you realise the far- 
reaching effects that your contribution 
towards an Irish literary renaissance is 


likely to have? At fitst you will shock the 
gentle susceptibilities of a good many Irish 
scholars by the audacit,; of your little horse- 
man who appears to take for granted the 
assumption that Irish is neither dying nor 
dead, but is, in fact, a vigorous, contem- 
porary European language. o doubt, too, 
a strangled cry will break from the lips of 
some of your readers when Mr. na gCopaleen 
ignores the lure of haggard, byre and sty, 
and turns the head of his pinto away from 
his native land in quest of adventure. For 
while we may all know that Beethoven suc- 
cessfully cadged a flagon of Rhenish on the 
strength of a well-thaumbed copy of Ezra 
Read, it may, nevertheless, be rather dis- 
turbing to see this narrated in an idiom that 
we have always been taught to associate 
with the gauche antics of a _ bye-gone 
peasantry. 

Mindful of the fact that we are no longer 
a nation of hicks and hayseeds, your con- 
tributor is not«dependent on the conventional 
fun of the fair and frolics of the farmyard 
for his material, and he does not hesitate 
to poke gentle fun at the oafish drolleries and 
bucolic banalities which have been tattooed 
into our hide at school with the aid of an 
ash-plant, all in the sacred cause of national 
culture. Perhaps Mr. na gCopaleen shares 
my own opinion that it was the hog-pen 
hooliganisms which befouled the clean pages 
of Irish literature which earned for our 
country the name Bonnevah from a proud but 
none the less discerning invader. 

Now I must turn to a far less savoury 
topic than Irish wit and humour. I speak 
of the purulent effusions of '' A West-Briton- 
Nationalist ’’ to whom, because of his tireless 
references to ‘‘spewing,’’ I will allude for 
convenience as Nux T1 ómea, or, more simply, 
The Vomit. Nut. Despite the pseudonym 
behind which he skulks, and the extravagant 
claims as to his own henesty of purpose, it 
it transparently obvious tu me that the Nut 
is that most tragic of all figures—the native 
Trish speaker gone Shewneen (haywire). The 
faulty construction and disjointed style of 
his prose attempts constitute for me con- 
vincing proof that Master Creamy Tongue is 
an Irishman struggling with a foreign 
language, a language of which he has as vet 
acquired a very indifferent mastery. The 
introduction of a childish grammatical 
blunder into the one Gaelic phrase which he 
uses, does not for one moment deceive me, 
as I regard this as the merest blind. Of 
course, it is no business of mine if he chooses 
to renege the home-spun tweeds and hand- 
knitted stockings of his vouth for the fancv 
pin-stripe of the city slicker Nor can I 
interfere if his once straight shoulders have 
now become rounded from reaching over too 
inany billiard tables. But I do propose to 
put an abrupt stop to the sneering jibes 
which he has directed against the present 
state of the national language. In his dia- 
tribe N.V. indirectly compares the condition 
of the language to that of a rachitic child, 
mewling and, need I add, puking in its 
nurse's arms, the puke-spattered Nanny in 
this instance being, 1 suppose, the Gaelic 
League, although he lacks the courage to 
sav so openly. 

By stating that Gaelic is ‘‘a dying tongue” 
os ‘fone struggling for life’’ ne sets at 
naught the life-long work of the League, and 
I venture. to predict that there will be no 
lack of spokesmen from the. organisation 
more than ready to take him up on this 
score.

Str,—You are accused by a correspondent 
of resisting the spread of Irish, but I would 
maintain that entirely the contrary is the 
case, and that by publishing such a feature 
as ‘‘ Cruiskeen Lawn’ you are in reality 
inviting the language to advance; to throw 
off the trappings of infancy, and give as 
something related to the world around us 
that intelligent adults may read with interest. 
What has produced this ‘“ sixth standard 
essay’’ atmosphere that envelopes present-day 
Irish writing? Perhaps it is because only in 
the schools can the writer find a remunerative 
audience. But his adult audience can be 
enlarged or created if he presents: it with 
work that is alive at an adult age. The 
youth at school may have a genuine 
enthusiasm for such Irish poetry and prose 
as are presented in his school texts, but his 
interest cannot be maintained into manhood 
without nourishment. He will leave behind 
the anthologies and the ways of knowledge 
just as his taste in English will seek some- 
thing beyond “ The Golden Treasury ” and 
“The Merchant of Venice.” And in modern 
Irish what work is there to which he may 
turn, fiction, poetry or aught else? Let our 
writers in Irish give us fiction original in 
style and content, something that we shall 
read for its own sake without any thought of 
helping cuis na teangain. Why not, for 
instance, a “ Afise, Cormac’’ in the style of 
“1, Claudius ’’? 

Politics, too. The Young Irelanders and 
the Nation did much to spread the English 
language through rural Ireland, and modern 
politics “through the medium '” might do 
much to revivify Irish. They can be Fascist, 
Communist, Social Credit or anything else, 
provided thev are alive, put forward by some- 
one who really believes in his doctrines. The 
pale neutrality of modern Irish comes near 
to heing a symptom of decay. 

The language cannot last unless it expresses 

virile thought. Let the writers of Irish write 

on atiything they please, in any dialect (or 

even in Eeris), but let them put Life into it.

‘* JURGEN ” 


TO THE EDIFOR UF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—I am sure it was with something akin 
to amazement that those of your readers 
interested in literature read in your issue of 
the 10th inst. that ‘‘Jurcen,’” bv the 
American author, James Branch Cabell, had 
been banned in Eire 
“Jurgen ” was first published in 1921, and 
has circulated extensively in Great Britam 
and Ireland during the last nineteen years. 
It appeared in the ‘‘ Penguin “ hooks in the 
present year, and the fact that it is now 
available at so Jow a price may have brought 
about its condemnation. i i 
This book is regarded in the English- 
speaking world as a “classic '” It is partly 
allegorical and partly symbolic. To quote no 
less an authority than Sir Hugh Walpole. 
‘The World of Jurgen, with its grotesquerie, 
its sudden beauty, its poverty and its pity, 
its adventure and romance, is a world 
descended from earlier worlds, but unique of 
its own period.” It is a book which people 
uninterested in literature, as literature, are 
unlikely to read, and presents many diffical- 
ties. There is in the book a certain allusive- 
ness to some matters which may not he 
thought by our Censors suitable for discus- 
sion in Eire, but if so it is nothing more 
than has been done hy many of the great 
writers of the past. 
It is alarming to find our Censors (whoever 
they may be) going back twenty vears to han 
what is now a classic. Whore is this to end? 
Tí ‘‘ Jurgen” is banned, then it follows, 
logically, at all events that in due course 
masterpieces of the-present century published 


years ago, such as '' Penguin Island.” (in 
fact the entire works of Anatole Franca),

HE present world conflict, which has 
T caused commodities. of all kinds to 

increase in price, has had quite the 
opposite effect on the prices of thorough- 
bred horses. The prices realised at the 
recent Newmarket Sales have been described 
as tragic, when 147 of the best-bred horses 
in England were sold for £7,554, or an 
average of, 51 guineas a horse, and for 
yearlings by fashionable sires bids as low 
as £5 was &ll that was forthcoming. 

America appears to be taking advantage 
of the present low prices, as Mahmoud, the 
Aga Khan’s famous Derby winner of 1936, 
Is at present in Belfast en route for America, 
and is the second Derby winner to go to 
America this year. 

The present low prices, which are stated 
by experts to be about one-tenth of the 
normal valne, offers a great opportunity of 
establishing in Eire for all time the finest 
studs of horses in the world, and if this 
chance is let pass it will never occur again, 
and we will lose our pre-eminence as horse 
breeders which we will never regain. 

Une does not like to see our best sires 
leave Ireland, even to go to England, but 
when in England they are still available for 
our mares, and vice versa. 
frequently visit this country for stud pur- 
poses, but when these sires leave for 
America it is a national loss to both 
England and Ireland. 

e of the objects of the betting tax was 
to benefit the Irish horse-breeding industry. 
Surely this is the time when a Jarge sum 
should be available to establish at lowest 
possible price for all time a world pre- 
eminence as a horse-breeding country. 

We have successful owners among our 
Ministers, and the Northern Government is 
not without its devotees to tha Sport of 
Kings. Would it be too much to hope that 
here is a further opportunity of co-operation 
between North and South? 

Another aspect of this question is that 
Eire is in the most favourable position of

Event 
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By Our RACING CORRESPONDENT. 


HE Irish Cesarewitch, the principal long 
ia distance handicap, set for decision at 
the Curragh next Saturday, is one of 
the most spectacular flat races of the year. 
Run over a course of one mile and six fur- 
longs, almost every stage of ihe running can 
be viewed from the stands, and in this re- 
spect it bears favourable comparison with 
the corresponding English race run at New- 
market, where but little is seen of the horses 
in the early stages and at no part is there 
a clear view of the happenings in the race. 

Instituted in 1876 as the Curragh Cesare- 
witch of 200 sovs. for three years old and 
upwards, it was run over the Peel course of 
lí miles and won in that year by Mr. 
Cashman’s Soliman, Mr. C. J. Blake’s Water- 
witch being second and Lord Drogheda’s 
Minette third. Under the same title and 
distance it continued until 1917. 

In the following year the name was 
changed to ‘‘The Cesarewitch”’’ and the 
distance increased to one mile six furlongs, 
while the first race run under the name of 
“Irish Cesarewitch ’’ was in 1921, when the 
money was increased to 650 sovs. Mr. 
’. L. Macheon’s three years old Rory’s Glen 
won on that occasion. 


VIES WITH THE CLASSICS 


Year by year the race has gained in 
popularity. It has vied with the classic 
races, such as the Derby, Oaks and St. Leger. 
In fact, it has many points of advantage 
cver such races, as, being a handicap event 
open to three and over, the steeplechaser, 
the hurdler and all other classes of horses 
are eligible to run, whsreas in the classics 
only a select few from among the three 
years old of the season hold any chance of 
success. 

Run in the month ot October, when the 
going is invariably on the heavy side, ex- 
perience has taught that good-class steeple- 
chasers usually rhow up well and, to mention 
but a few winners of this type, there was 
Picture Saint, who brought off a double 
event in 1919 by winning this race as well

THAT APPEAL 


There are indications that next Saturday 
may provide one of the most exciting con- 
tests in the history of the race. Granted fine 
weather, the Curragh stands and enclosures 
should be packed. The stake money is now 
raised to 1,100 sovs., and, due to the part 
closing down of English racing, the entries 
are more numerous than ever. Even after 
the second lot of forfeits had been declared, 
forty horses still remained in, and the only 
subsequent scratching was that of the Irish 
Cambridgeshire winner, His Highness, whose 
14lb. penalty put the weight up to the im- 
possible one of 11st. 3lb. Mr. Esmond Harms- 
worth, however, still has Cameron to carry 
his colours, and there are more remote possi- 
bilities than that this lucky owner A ower 
bring off what would be, I think, a unique 
double event. 


TRAINERS BUSY 


Trainers are busy making their arrange- 
ments for jockeys at present, and, with a field 
of some thirty-odd horses likely to face the 
starter, this is no easy matter in the case of 
some. The Crotanstown stable, managed now 
by Captain D. Rogers, is spoken of as the 
one most likely to send out the winner. It 
shelters Wyelands, Harvest Feast, Alistair, 
Bold Maid and the penalised Onward, a very 
formidable quintette, all of whom may run. 
Joe Canty rides Wyelands, and T. Burns will 
have the mount on either of Mr. W. Barnett’s 
horses, Harvest Feast or Bold Maid. 

Several other stables also have two or more 
horses to select from. Among the steeple- 
chasers engaged is the English importation, 
Captain G. 8, L. Whitelaw’s Citadel, who, 
since coming to this country, carried 12st. 7b. 
to victory in two races, one of a distance of 
over three miles. He, at least, is one that 
can be depended upon to stay the full 
journey, and with 8st. 91b. he must be a force 
to be reckoned with.
